Grain on C.N.R, 

Wintipeg, Sept. 30-—Bad weather 
has delayed marketing ef the crop 
considerable dur.ng thé past two 
weeks, so that ‘although a good 
amount has been threshbed still it is 
not coming to the clevators as fast 
as Was expected, 

The Canadian Northern Railway es- 
timates elevatces along their lines to 
contain between two and three mil 
lion bushels of wheat, The daily 
movement for the past week has been 
350,000 bushels, Just as soon as the 
weather improves, this amount wil 
increase terat least half a million bus- 
hels and may go still higher. 

This company’s estimate compares 
very favorably with last year’s crop, 
but the year before Jt was much high- 
er. There is no doubt that the wheat 
rop is in the country, but with con- 
tinued bad weather, the delay will be

HISTORICAL DATA CONCERNING 
THE TWO NATIONS NOW AT WAR 


Turkey has been engaged in num- 
erous wars with European powers in 
the last century, The most notable 
was the Crimean war (1854), the 
nominal cause of which was the re- 
signs of Russia upon Constantinople, 
‘The Csar had contrived by diplomacy 
to set up some claim to a protectorate 
over the Sultan's Christian subjects in 
Kurepe (about three-fifths of | the 
total population of .Muropean = Tur- 
key), and in 1853 made claims which 
practically involved the disappearance 
ot Turkey as an independent Euro- 
pean state, Britain and: France 
agreed to support Turkey, and de- 
clared. war on Russia, The war 
concluded, after many fearful en- 
gagements, including the battle of 
Balaklava and Inkerman, fought at 
the siege of Sebastopol, with the cap- 
ture of Fort Malakoff, the key to 
the Russian position by the French, 
In 1856 the Peace of Paris was sign- 
ed, by which Russia abandoned all 
her claims, But these were again 
set up and in 1877 Russia and Turkey 
were once more at’ war. This out- 
break Jed, to the intervention of Eng- 
land, a British fleet being sent to 
the Sea of Marmora in order to abate 
the pretensions of Russia, The re- 
sult Was a peace congress of the 
powers at Berlin in June, 1878, for 
the purpose of regulating the whole

Turkey Humillates Greece in 1897. 


In 1880 German officers undertook 
the reorganization of the Turkish 
army and drafted military regula- 
tions for the whole empire, which 
came into force in 1887.
